Second: Moved by Mr. H. ‘Aitken and seconded by H. M. 
Collins, that we advertise for a “Special Officer’ to act as 
County Constable and Traffic Officer. Applications to be 
made to the Clerk of the County not later than Sept. 15, 1945 
and advertisements be placed in Simcoe, Port Dover and Delhi 


newspapers. 
Both resolutions were adopted. 


It was the concensus of opinion of the Committee that 
two Constables be employed and the County divided into two 
districts and that the Road Committee be consulted when ap- 


pointments are made. 


There was considerable discussion concerning the need 
for co-operation between the Magistrate’s Court and the dif- 
ferent Municipalities so that cases to be heard on Thursdays 
could be arranged differently allowing outlying districts first 


consideraton. 
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This is of importance particularly in the summer season 
as the police in:having to wait until their case is called, in 
many instances, leaves the municipalities without Police pro- 
tection for the entire day.

Report of the Industrial Home 
Sub-Committee 


To the Warden and Members of the County Council of 
the County of Norfolk. 


Gentlemen: We, your Sub Committee of the Industrial 
Home, met on the 29th day of August and beg leave to report 
as follows: 


At the May session the Road Committee was looking for a 
site to build a machine shop and barn for their road equipment. 
We, your Committee, met the Road Committee as to a site for 
the building and have located a place on No. 3 Highway west 
of the County Home which we think will be very satisfactory. 


Mr. Heise, Deputy Minister of Public Welfare, presented 
Mr. Charlton, the Inspector for County Homes of Ontario, re- 
port. The Inspector recommended a few changes and gave a 
very good report as to the management and’ upkeep of the 
Home. ; 


We recommend that a cow be purchased as soon as pos- 
sible and that some trees be planted around the home this fall 
or in the spring. 
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Your Committee also inspected the sewage layout and find 
that the tile leading from the septic tanks will have to be taken 
up and cleaned as it is about eight years! since it was done. We 
would suggest that the work be done by the hour.

of the Homes For Aged and Infirm 


Miss Spencer, Matron, and Warden C. D. Woolley and 
myself attended the convention held on the 26th day of June 
at Southampton in Bruce County. The Mayor of Southampton 
welcomed the Delegates to Bruce County and asked us to make 
ourselves at home. On Wednesday, June 27th, Mr. C. E. 
Green, Chairman of the Old Age Pension Commission, spoke on 
Blind Pension and the Old Age Pension and said there was new 
amendments to the Act of 1944 and answered questions as to 
the Old Age Pension Act. On Wednesday evening! the Dele- 
gates were guests of the County of Bruce to a banquet held in 
the town hall. Mr. B. W. Heise, Deputy Minister of Public 
Welfare, was the guest speaker. He explained as to County 
Homes sayinz that he thought in a few years the Government 
would build a few model Homes in the Province. Mr. Charl- 
tou and the Warden, Gordon White, also spoke on the County 
Homes of the Province.

Report of the Administration of Justice 
Committee 


To the Warden and Members of the County Council of the 
County of Norfolk. 


Gentlemen: Your Administration of Justice Committee 
held a meeting in conjunction with the Road Committee re- 
garding the appointment of a County Constable on Sept. 20th 
and beg leave to report as follows: 
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The following motions were made and carried: 


Moved by H. Aitken, seconded by Mr. Stickney, that we 
pay the car expenses of the County Constable on a mileage 
basis. 


Moved by H. M, Collins, seconded by Claude Ravin, that 
the County| Constable make a daily report on the same basis 
as Provincial Constable returnable once a month. 


Moved by Mr. Boughner, seconded by Ralph Golding, that 
the mileage rate of County Constable be seven cents a mile. 


Moved by H. M. Collins, seconded by Mr. Stickney, that 
Earl Dickson, Delhi, be employed as senior County Constable 
and Traffic Cfficer. 


Moved by R. Golding, seconded by Mr. Boughner, that Al. 
Robb be employed as County Constable. 


Moved by Mr. Buchner, seconded by C. Ravin, that the 
regulation pertaining to the duties of the County Constable be 
left to the Administration of Justice Committee. 


On October 5th, 1945, a meeting of your Administration 
of Justice Committee was held for the purpose of establishing 
the regulations governing the duties of the County Constables. 


It was decided that there should be a division of territory 
so that each constable’s duties would not conflict. It was 
therefore decided to establish a line as follows: starting in the 
north on the townlina between Oxford County and Windham 
Township, south to the Village of Delhi; thence south to the 
Pine Grove Church; thence east to the centre townline of 
Charlotteville Road 11; thence south to the lake. It heing un- 
derstood that Senior Constable Dickson would patrol the west- 
erly portion of the division and Constable Robb the easterly 
portion. 
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It was further agreed that the roads would be patrolled 
four days a week, the rest of the week to ke open’ for the 
handling of traffic cases excepting the constables day off, 
which would be arranged between themselves so that! one man 


would be on duty. 


In patrolling the roads, observations world be nevessa“y 
and imperative. Washouts, holes in the roads, and broken 
limbs from trees must be reported to the Road Superintendent. 


The dumping of rubbish or any refuse on any part of the 
highway must be investigated and if possible charges laid. 


It will also be the duty of the constables to visit all Vi'- 
lare and main intersections in an effort to curb speeding. 

They will be expected to co-operate with the Provincial 
Police but at the same time they must bear in mind that thei. 
duty to the County comes first. 


They will have the right to use the Provincial Police 
Office in the Court House and will have free entry. 


They will have authority to call the photographer in case 
of fatality or serious accidents. 


They must keep a diary and make monthly reports of theii 
activities, showing places visited and mileage covered. iforms 
will be supp'ied for these records and complete information 
must be given. These reports will be made monthly, signed 
and sworn to before) a commissioner, and also signed by the 
Chairman of the Administration of Justice Committee, . | 


It was agreed that the expense for telephones for con- 
stables be borne by the County and toll charges, except per- 
sonal calls, be included. 
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It was agreed that in the summer months the wearing of 
tunics was not necessary but that the same colored shirt should 
be worn.
